This Communication is submitted in response to the Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance set forth in the Notice of Allowability 
issued March 1, 2007 by the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office in connection with the above-identified application. 

In the Statement of Reasons for Allowance, the Examiner stated 
that " [A] lthough the prior art does teach triple staining 
tissue, the prior art does not fairly teach reiteratively 
analyzing the first and second strain [sic] intensity in each of 
the pixel locations assigned to each of the first and second 
subcellular compartment and reassigning each pixel location 
based on a weighted ratio of the first strain [sic] intensity 
relative to the second strain [sic] intensity to reach 95% 
degree of accuracy in the assignment of the pixel location in 
images of tissue." 
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In response, Applicants note that the Examiner's assertion is 
incorrect and that the prior art does not teach numerous 
features recited in the allowed claims in addition to those 
noted by the Examiner, including triple staining of subcellular 
compartments within a tissue sample.
